Duke Michael himself abdicated, thus 


bringing the Romanoff dynasty to an 
end. 

The house of Romanoff is descended 
from Andrei Romanoff, who is said to 
have gone to Moscow from Prussia in 
the fourteenth century. Mikhail Feo- 
dorovitch Romanoff was the first of 
the family to succeed to the _ throne. 
This was in 1613, when he was 17 
years old. He died in 1645. The direct 
male line of the Romanoffs terminated 
in 1730 and the female line in 1762, 
when the  Holstein-Gottorp branch 
came into power and has since ruled. 

The government, pending a meeting 
of the constitutional assembly, is vested 
in the executive committee of the duma 
and the newly chosen council of minis- 
ters.

Both sides to the conflict continued 
the policy of reticence they had main- 
tained all day. The managers were 
making plans to combat the strike if 
it is not to be averted through the ef- 
forts of President Wilson’s represen- 
tatives, and the brotherhood leaders 
were ‘simply marking time as all their 
plans have been made to meet any 
emergency. 

Both sides expressed a willingness to 
renew their joint conferences, but 
neither would make overtures to that 
end. It was conceded that the strike 
would begin on the eastern lines at 7 
o'clock tomorrow night unless the 
council of defense mediators could 
bring to bear sufficient pressure to 
cause delay or mutual concessions. 

Roads Declare Embargoes. 

The chief preparedness measure taken 
by the railroads during the day was 
the declaration of freight embargoes 
designed to clear their lines in prep- 
aration for emergencies, 

One of the most drastic embargoes 
was announced by the New York, New 
Hiaven and Hartford, whose lines are 
not included among those on which 
freight employees, yardmen and host- 
lers will be called out tomorrow and 
Sunday. Not only was an embargo 
placed in effect on all freight, but it 
was announced that beginning tomor- 
row night sleeping and dining car 
service would be abandoned and all 
passenger traffic carried in day 
coaches. 

Reports of disaffection among the 
members of the brotherhoods, becau'se 
of patriotic objection to involving the 
government in difficulties through a 
strike, were denied by L. G. Griffing, 
vice president of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers. He said that 
as far as the eastern territory was 
concerned he was in a position to state 
that the railroad men had resolved to 
Strike for an eight-hour day and pro 
rata-overtime pay and that no dissen- 
sion existed among the members. 

“IT am thoroughly in touch with the 
Situation in the eastern states,” he 
declared, “and I have not heard any 
expressions of discontent against a 
strike. If there were any I would have 
heard of them.” 

A. H. Smith, president of the New 
York Central railroad, conferred with 
Governor Whitman hére tonight. Im- 
mediately after he left, Adjutant Gen- 
eral Stotsbury, of the national guard, 
had a long talk with Mr. Whitman. 
The governor refused to discuss the 
subjects con'sidered or to comment on 
what action he might take in the event 
of a railroad strike. 


WILSON APPEALS 
TO BROTHERHOODS 
AND THE RAILWAYS 


Washington, March 16.—President 
Wilson today called upon the railroad 
managers and chiefs of the employees’ 
brotherhoods as patriotic men to reopen 
the questions at issue between them 
and prevent a general interruption of 
railway traffic “in this time of na- 
tional peril.” 

The president’s message, an appeal 
for adjustment of differences and a 
solemn protest against a strike, was 
sent after he and the cabinet had ap- 
proved a proposal of the council of na- 
tional defense that it send a committee 
to New York to undertake mediation 
between the railroads and their em- 
ployees. At the same time three of the 
four members of the committee, Sec- 
retaries Lane and Wilson and Daniel 
Willard, president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, started for New 
York to seek immediate conferences 
with representatives of both sides. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, is the 
fourth member. Until tonight it was 
understood at the white house that he 
had gone to New York with the com- 
mittee, but it developed that he had 
been out of the city for two days and 
that Secretary Lane, entrusted with 
arrangements for the committee’s trip 
probably had not been able to reach 
him. Officials at the federation’s head- 
quarters would not say where Mr. Gom- 
pers was, but explained that he had 
been keeping in touch with the broth- 
erhood leaders from a point near New 
York. It was thought he would be 
in New York tomorrow if he did not 
get there tonight. 

No Strike, Says Wilson, 

The president is confident that there 
will be no strike: However, he already 
is considering what may be done if his 
appeal to the patriotism of the men 
involved is futile. Legal officers of 
the government are studying the prob- 
lem to determine what measures will 
be lawful not only in an effort to keep 
food supplies and the mails moving, 
but to deal with an even more serious 
situation if the country should be drawn 
into war. The latter phase is being 
given only minor attention, however, 
as officials are satisfied that if war 
comes the loyalty, of all the railroad 
men could be depended upon. 

The action of the president came with 
dramatic suddenness late this after- 
noon. ‘The council of national defense, 
including in its membership several 
cabinet members, had held a meeting at 
the war department, and deciding that 
with the United States apparently on 
the verge of war a railroad. strike 
would be a national disaster, proposed 
the sending of mediators. 

Against the advice of his physician, 
the president, just recovered from a 
cold which has kept him in bed for 
nearly two weeks, summoned a cab- 
inet meeting and in a short, decisive 
session approved the, course. 

Wilson to Brotherhood Chiefs. 

The president sent his message to 
the representatives of the railroads 
and of the brotherhoods. It follows: 


“IT deem it my duty and right to ap- 
peal to you in this time of national 
peril to open again the questions at is- 
sue between the railroads and their op- 
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interruption of | test. 


“It is now the duty of every patri- 
otic man to bring matters of this sort 
to immediate accommodation. The 


safety of the country against manifest ! 
perils affecting its own peace and the: 


peace of the whole world makes ac- 
commodation absolutely imperative and 
seems to me to render any other choice 
or action inconceivable.” 


Message to Mediators. 

Formal word that they had been se- 
lected to carry on the mediatory ne- 
gotiations was contained in this mes- 
sage sent by Secretary Baker, as chair- 


man of the national defense council, to'! 


Secretaries Lane and Wilson, and Mr. 


Willard and Mr. Gompers. 

“At a meeting of the council of na- 
tional defense it was resolved that you 
be requested at once to seek an inter- 
view with the representatives of the 
railroad brotherhoods and railroad ex- 
ecutives with reference to the differ- 
ences now existing between them and 
apparently threatening to produce a 
general railway strike in the country; 
that you present to the representa- 
tives of both sides the grave peril in- 
volved in such a situation at this time, 
and that you request them so to ad- 
just their differences as in any event 
to lead to a postponement of any acute 


difficulty during the present national | 


emergency.” 

Prior to taking up the question with 
the national defense council, the presi- 
dent had been informed that the lead- 
ers of the employers and employees 
were waiting in New York to see 
whether he would take action, and 
had also been told of reports that at 
least some of the brotherhood’s mem- 
bers were not ready to abide by last 
year’s strike vote. 

Compromise Belleved Possible. 

In the formal communications the 
government did not seek to lay blame 
for the present situation either on the 
railroads officials or on the _ brother- 
hoods. It is kKnewn, however, that the 
president believes from his intimate 
Knowledge of the situation gained 
while trying to mediate himself last 
year that there is no good reason why 

— ll 
a compromise is not possible. 

Both at the meeting of the council 
of national defense and at the cabinet 
meeting afterward the situation from a 
military and economic standpoint was 
canvassed. With freight traffic just 
partially recovered from a period of 
unprecedented congestion, and with 
food prices constantly rising, a tie-up 
of transportation faciilties for only a 
few days would result in terrible suf- 
fering. 

All government officials believe that 
ultimately through one agency or an- 
other, the railroads will- have to ac- 
cept the 8-hour day. They believe that 
the commission, headed by Major Gen- 
eral Goethals, appointed by the presi- 
dent under the Adamson act, is fair 
and will settle equitably differences 
over the application of the 8-hour day. 
While there have been no formal ex- 
pressions on the subject, the calling of 
the strike without waiting for the su- 
preme court to hand down its decision 
on the constitutionality of the law has 
been generally condemned. 

Authority For Drastic Steps, 

Attorney General Gregory and other 
law officers, including those in the of- 
fice of the judge advocate general of 
the army were busy seeking authority 
for the president to take drastic steps 
if mediation and appeals fail to prevent 
a strike. 

So far as any attempt by strikers to 
interfere physically with the operation 
of railroads is concerned, in the cele- 
brated “Debs case” the United States 
Supreme court, in most sweeping terms 
and unanimously, declared that the fed- 
eral government has widest powers to 
prevent physical obstructions at least 
to interstate commerce and transpor- 
tain of the mails.

The duma has proved itself 
the great center of attraction for thp 
popular will.

Pro-German Countess Arrested. 


Arrests of individuals out of tune 
with new order of affairs continue from 
day to day. Among the latest arrested 
was the Countess Kleinmichael, a prom- 
inent Russian woman, who is well 
known in court circles and who for a 
long time had been conspicuous as an 
intriguer and a tool for the dissemina- 
tion of pro-German propaganda. Hith- 
erto she had enjoyed immunity be- 
cause of influential connections. The 
countess was taken under guard to the 
duma building. 

M. Soukhomlinoff, former minister 
of war, narrowly escaped lynching at 
the hands of angry soldiers when his 
identity became known as he was be- 
ing conducted before the duma com- 
mittee. 

Yesterday more than sixty trains 
were dispatched over various lines for 
the purpose of bringing foodstuffs and 
other necessaries to the capital. While 
it is too early to observe any marked 
change in the prices of food, it is sig- 
nificant that notices of greatly reduced 
prices have been posted in several 
shops. A large number of tea houses 
have announced that they will supply 
tea free to soldiers. 


CZAR WAS URGED 
TO GRANT REFORMS. 


London, March 16.—Viscount Milner’s 
recent mission to Russia, according to 
The Manchester Guardian, was under- 
taken principally in an effort to bring 
about a compromise between Emperor 
Nicholas and the duma and thus avert 
a revolution. 

Internal conditions in Russia have 
long been known here, the newspaper 
adds, and it is said the emperor in- 
formed the British royal family that he 
anticipated some such happening, but 
was confident he could suppress it. 

The Manchester Guardian continues: 

“Tt is said Lord Milner urged the 
emperor to appoint a ministry responsi- 
ble to parliament, although this was 
more than the duma had asked for. 
The emperor rejected the proposal on 
the ground that it did not harmonize 
with Russian institutions, and could 
not be worked by so politically unripe 
a people. 

“Viscount Milner then proposed that 
the emperor appoint a ministry accept- 
able to the duma, suggesting Sergius 
Sazonoff (now ambassador at London) 
for premier and foreign secretary. This 
proposal also was rejected. Lord Mil- 
ner made other suggestions, and also 
held conferences with various leaders 
of Russian opinion in the hope of work- 
ing out some scheme that would avert

INSTRUCTIONS SENT 
TO NATIONAL GUARD 


In Preparation for Any De- 
mand That May Grow Out 
of German Crisis. 


Washington, March 16.—In prepara- 
tion for any demand upon the army 
that may grow out of the German cri- 
sis, the militia bureau of the war de- 
partment has sent precautionary in- 
structions to all state adjutants general 
outlining the plan to be followed in 
the event of the calling out of the na- 
tional guard for federal service. 

The intention had been to take this 
step quietly and without publicity, but 
reports from various points indicating 
that it was being construed as mean- 
ing that mobilization was imminent, 
caused department officials to announce 
the instructions with the explanation 
that they constituted purely a routine 
measure of preparedness, necessary in 
order to prevent, if a call should come, 
such confusion as attended the assem- 
bling of the guardsmen for border serv- 
ice. 

It is reiterated that the policy of the 
administration was to make no move 
now that could be construed as a war- 
like step. 

The circular of instructions advises 
the adjutants general specifically of 


the national guard organizations in 
each state which would be summoned 


in case of a call. Mobilization under 
the plan outlined would be conducted 
by the regular army departmental com- 
manders who would be authorized to 
designate sites for mobilization camps 
other than those formerly used, if nec- 
essary, and to ‘make provision for shel- 
ter, recruitment and the formation of 
the recruit training battalions, in the 
eventuality of war.” No units except 
those designated in the list sent to 


each state would be acéepted, and each 
unit taken into the federal service 
would be required to have the full au- 
thorized, or war strength, as prescrib- 


ed for the regular army in the nation- 
al defense act. 

The circular also makes it clear that 
there is to be no dual status for the na- 
tional guard in the federal service 
hereafter. It says no individual will 


be accepted who has not taken the 
oath prescribed by the national defense 
act. 
“Individuals who are members of the 
organized militia,’’ the circular gays, 
“and who take the prescribed oath, 
will be accepted and given proper cred- 
it for the time served in their existing 
enlistment contract in the organized 
militia.” 

Provision also is made for the tak- 
ing into the federal service of a cer- 
tain proportion of the state adminis- 
trative staff of the national guard 
of each state to handle adminis- 
trative questions as to recruiting, or- 
ganization and supply. Complete fed- 
eral control of all recruiting and oth- 
er activities of the guard is contem- 
plated.

Food Prices. 

The effect on food stuffs prices in At- 
lanta in the event the strike is actually 
put in operation is largely a matter of 
speculation. Leading grocers have de- 
clared that they did not expect an in- 
crease in prices and one went even so 
far as to say that he would consider a 
rise based on the strike situation as 
“criminal.” Dealers state that they 


have prepared for just such an emer- 

ency and, though a shortage might be 
elt here, there is no likelihood of a 
food famine. 

There is sufficient food to last for 
three months, it is declared. Probably 
th principal effect of the strike will 
be felt by manufacturing plants. These, 
is is stated, would be amorftg the first to 
feel the tie-up of transportation in the 
resultant shortage of coal. The fact 
that weather conditions make little 
coal needed for domestic use alleviates 
to some extent the situation faced by 
the manufacturers. At that, though, 
there is said to be not more than 15,- 
000 tons of coal in Atlanta coal yards 
today. 

In the event the strike occurs it is 
freely stated that many manufacturing 
concerns who are dependent upon 
steam will be forced to close down 
within ten days or two weeks. This 
will throw out of employment thou- 
sands of workers. 

As to the food situation, the post- 
office and the parcel post offers a time- 
ly means of aid. The strike will not 
effect to any great extent the move- 
ment of the mails and it is not thought 
to be the idea of the strike leaders to 
bring about starvation conditions in 
the cities. Therefore, it is believed 
that from the country districts will 
come through the parcel post food- 
stuffs to care for immediate needs. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
rice and flour may prove the means 
of defeating a possible famine because 
of the fact that there is plenty of both 
to be had in the city. Also, Atlanta 
grocerymen have great lots of canned 
goods, fruits, vegetables and other 
products, which, they claim, are now 
cheaper than the fresh articles and are 
plentiful enough to carry over for 
many days when the necessity comes.

War’s Horrors Shown 
In Ince’s Great Film 
Presented at Rialto 


The horrors of war and the blessings 


'Of peace are presented in striking con- 
trast 
at a meeting on the fifth 


in “Civilization,” the great Ince 
picture which was given a private 
showing at the Rialto theater yester- 
day afternoon, with several hundred 


“prominent Atlantans as guests of the 


management. 

{It is described by the producer as an 
allegorical story, which has no inten- 
tion of discussing the rights or wrongs 
of nation’s quarrels but deals’ solely 
with the effect upon those who pay. It 


‘is intended, he says, to so picture the 
‘sufferings 


and the destructiveness 
caused by battle that it may help shock 
the world into peace. It is dedicated 
to “that vast pitiful army whose tears 
have girdled the universe—the mothers 
of the dead.” 

The scenes of “Civilization” are laid 
in the mythical country of Wrodpryd. 
All is peace and plenty when the story 
begins. Peasants are at work in the 
fields, chiidren are frolicking, babies are 
smiling, the sun is shining, content 
reigns everywhere. 

Soon there come disquieting rumors 
of nations’ troubles, threats of war, 
and then real battle. There is a trifling 
cause. Parliament is swayed by trou- 
ble makers, war lovers. The voice of 
the one great advocate of peaée is 
stilled by the clamor of those who lust 
for conquest, and a king, maddened by 


ambition and confident of the edinik| 
of his army and navy, hurls his people 
into war, with another people similarly 
swayed. 


In the. war scenes that follow, mob- 
ilization, the rush of aeroplanes through 
the air, the hurry of great “tanks,” 
the charges of infantry, the rushes of 
cavalry, the effect of artillery fire, are 
clearly shown. And then the scenes of 
the dead and the dying, of the hos- 
pitals, and of the weeping mothers 
and sisters, and sweethearts, who have 
lost those they held most dear. 


Then the picture shows the organi- 
zation and the rapid growth of the or- 
der of the Purple Cross, the mothers 
and daughters of men, who plan an 
end to war. They convert to their 
cause Count Ferdinand, the inventor of 
the nation’s greatest war asset, a new 
submarine, through the influence of his 
sweetheart, a woman of the people, and 
when ordered to blow up the Arcadia, a 
liner carrying passengers as well as 
ammunition, he turns upon his own 
sailors and fights them to prevent the 
order being carried out. About to be 
overwhelmed, he opens the sea valves, 
the submarine sinks and an explosion 
follows. 

Ferdinand is rescued, and while 
hovering on the borderland of life and 
death to him comes Christus, who as- 
sumes the body of the submarine com- 
mander and coming back to life, works 
to rouse the people against war instead 
of for battle. He is courtmartialed, and 
dies, while waiting sentence to be 
executed. The king comes to view his 
corpse and is led by the Christus through 
a review of the horrors of war. He 


sees the dead and the dying, and the 
maimed and the burned homes, 


the weeping mothers, and a change of 
spirit comes over him, a desire to wipe 
clean the page in the Eternal Book, 
which is now dark and sinister. He 
declares for peace and once more hap- 
piness is to reign in his kingdom. 
Ince has repeated his triumphs of the 
past in detail and has won to even 
greater heights in the perfection of de- 
tail and in scope of action in this pic- 
ture than he has ever before attained. 
The battle in the submarine, the de- 
scription of the sinking of a great lin- 
er, the thrilling march of the women 
to the capitol to demand peace, 
the great court-martial and other 
scenes are wonderfully done. Es- 
pecially good, too, are some of the 
ighter touches, some of the details of 
the picture.

Large Audience Hears 
Major Brown’s Address 
On Engineering Corps 


A large audience attended the address 
of Major Lytie Brown at the chamber 
of commerce last night. 

Major Brown is attached to the en- 
gineering corps of the United States 
army, and his lecture was delivered un- 
der the auspices of the affiliated tech- 
nical societies of the city, with the 
view of holding examinations for en- 
listments from Atlanta in the engineer- 
ing branch of the reserve army. 

ashe subject of his address was the 
scope and object of the reserve engi- 
neering corps of the army. It was an 
interesting discourse, confined large- 
ly to data concerning the activities of 
the engineering body, and the require- 
ments for enlistment 

His appearance was in keeping with 
the nation-wide program launched as a 
result of the national defense act of 
June, 1916. A recruiting branch of the 
engineering corps has been opened in 
Atlanta in Room 821, Candler building. 

Major Brown will remain in the city 
for a day or so, after which he will 
continue his tour of the south in the 
interest of national defense. 

Paying his respects to the administra- 
tion, and its policy of national defense, 
Major Brown said, during course of his 
address last night, that the men guiding
